1 * the Reign of Califf Haroun Alraſchid, 


there liv d a Bagdad a very rich Merchant, 
who havin A a Woman pretty well in 
Years, had but one Son, whom he nam'd 
Abon "Haſſan, educated with great Reſtraint : 
When this Son was thirty Years old the Mer- 
chant. died, and left him his ſole Heir, and 
Maſter of great Riches, which his Father had 
amaſs'd together by his Induſtry, Flite,

Abon Haſſan, whoſe Views and Inclinations 
were very much different from thoſe of his 
Father, was reſolved to make another Uſe of his 


Wealth; for as his Father had never allowed

With the other Half, which 
he kept by him in ready Money, he de- 
ſign'd to make himſelf Amends for the Time 
he had loſt in the ſevere Reſtraint with which 
his Father had always kept him. 

With this Intent, Abon Haſſan aſſociated 
himſelf in a few Days with People of his 


Age and Condition, and thought of nothing 
more, than how to ſpend their Time agree-

Stranger. You know, Mother, how 


Abon Haan touch'd more to the Quick, at 
this ſtrange Behaviour of his Friends, who had 
forſaken him ſo baſely, and ungratefully, 
after all the Proteſtations of Friendſhip they 
had made him, and their inviolable Artach- 
ment to his Service, than at all the Money he 
had fo fooliſhly ſquander'd away, went Me- 


lancholy and Thoughtful into his Mother's 


Apartment, and fat down on a Sopha a good 
Diſtance from her. What is the Matter with 


you Son? ſaid his Mother, reading his Grief 


in his Countenance; Why are you ſo alter d, 


fo de jected, and ſo much different from your- 


ſelf? You could not certainly be more con- 
eern'd if you had loſt all you had in the 
World: I know you have liv'd very pro- 
fuſely, and believe all your Money is ſpent, 
yet you have a good Eſtate, and the Reaſon 
that I did not ſo very much oppoſe your irre- 

ular Way of Living, was, I knew the wiſe 
antics you had taken to preſerve half 
your Subſtance. Therefore, I don't ſee why

At theſe Words Abon Haſſen melted into 
Tears; and in the midſt of his Sighs, ciy'd 
out, ah! Mother, I ſee at laſt, by ſad Expe- 
rience how inſupportable Poverty is; I am 
as ſenſible that ir deprives us of Joy, as much 
as the ſetting Sun does of Light : In Po- 
verty we have no Commendations, and fine 
Things faid to us; we endeavour to conceal 
all our Actions, and ſpend our Night in Tears 


and Sorrow: In ſhort, a poor Man is look d

entertain d them with all imaginable Genero- 
ſity, till I have ſpent all my Money, and now 
they have left me, when I can treat them no 
longer. For my Eſtate, I thank Heaven for 
having given me the Grace to keep the Oath 
made not to enter upon that, and now I ſhall 
know how to make a good Uſe of it. But 
firſt, III try the Ingratitude of Friends, who 


deſerve not that I thould call them ſo, I'll go to 


them one after another, and when 1 have re- 
preſented to them what I have done for their 
Sakes, Ill ask them among them to make me 
up a Sum of Money, to relieve me out of the; 
miſerable Condition I am reduced to; theſe 
are the Steps I intend to take to try their 
Gratitude. 3 

I don't pretend, Son, ſaid Alon Haſſan s 
Mother, to diſwade you from executing your 
Deſign; but I can tell you betore-hand, that 
you have no Ground for any Hopes, believe 
me, you Il find no Relief, but from the Eſtate 
you have reſerv'd; I ſee you don't, but will 
ſoon know thoſe People, which we generally 
call Friends, and I with to Heaven you may 
in the Manner I deſire; that is to ſay, for your 
own gond. Mother, reply'd Avon Haſſan, I 
am perſwaded of the Truth of what you fay, 
bur ſhall be certain of a Fact which concerns 


me ſo nearly, when I ſhall inform myſelf bet- 


ter of their Baſeneſs. Upon this, Abon Haſ- 


ſan went immediately to his Friends, whom 


he found at Home, repreſented to them the 
great Need he was in, and begg'd of them, 
to looſe their Purſe-ſtrings, to aſſiſt him. He 
promiſed. to give every one Bonds, to pay 

"ud - them 


; 
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them the Money they lent him, as ſoon as his 
Affairs were made up; giving them to under- 


ſtand, at the ſame Time, that it was, in a 
great Meaſure, upon their Accounts that he 


was undone, and forgot not to allure them 


with the Hopes of being once again enter- 


taind inthe ſame Manner as before. 
Not one of his Bottle Companions was 


| affected with the Arguments which the afflicted 


Abon Haſſan made Uſe of to perſwade them ; 
and he had the Mortification ro find, that 


many of them told him plainly they ſcarce 


knew him. He return'd Home again full of 
Grief and Rage; and going into his Mother's 
Appartment, ſaid, Ah! Madam, You was in 
the Right of it; inſtead of Friends, I have 
found none but ungrateful perfidious Wretches, 


who deſerve not my Friendſhip, which I re- 


nounce, and promiſe never to ſee them more, 


He reſolv'd to be as good as his Word, and to 


that End took all poſſible Precautions to avoid 
falling into the ſame Inconvenience ; taking an 


Oath never to give an Inhabitant of Bagdad a- 


ny Entertainment again. Afterwards he open d 
a ſtrong Cheſt in which he had put the Rents 
he had receiv'd from his Eſtate, and reſolv'd 
fo take out every Day, a Sum that was ſuffi- 
elent to defray the Expence of a ſingle Per- 
fon to ſup with him, who according to the 
Oath he had taken, muſt be a Stranger that 
came into Bagdad the ſame Day, and muſt 
take his Leave of him the next Morning. 


According to this Project, Alon Haſſan, 


took Care every Morning to provide what- 
ever he deſign d for Night, and towards the 
Cloſe of the Evening, went and ſat on

Bagdad Bridge, and as ſoon as ever he ſaw a 


Stranger of what ever Condition he was, he 
accoſted him civilly, and invited him to ſup 
and lodge with him that Night, and after ha- 


ving inform'd him of the Law he had impos'd - 


upon himſelf, took him Home with him. The 


Repaſt with which Abon Haſſan regaled his 5 


Gueſt was not coſtly, but always plain and 
neat, with Plenty of good Wine, and generally 


laſted *till the Night was pretty well advancd; 


when inſtead of entertaning his Gueſt with the 
Affairs of State, his Family or Buſineſs, as is 
too frequent; he affected to talk of indifferent 


Subjects, and was naturally of ſo gay and plea- - 


fant a Temper, that. he could. give the moſt 


agreeable Turns in Converſation, and make 


the moſt reſervd and melancholy Perſons:mere 
ry. When he ſaw his Gueſt again the next 
Morning, he always ſaid, God. preſerve you 
from all Sorrow wherever you go; when I 


invited you Yeſterday to come and-ſup with : 


me, I inform'd.you of the Law I have made, 
thererore, don't take it ill, if I tell you, that 


we muſt never. ſee one another again, nor 
drink together, for Reaſons beſt known tomy 


ſelf, ſo God conduct you 

Abon Haſſan was very exact in the Obſerva- 
tion of this Oath, and never look d upon or 
ſpoke to any Stranger he had once Entertain d, 
wherever he met them, and had liv'd for a 


long Time after this Manner: When, one 
Afternoon, a little before dun- ſet, as he -: 


was ſate upon the Bridge, according to Cu- 
ſtom, the Califf Haroun Alra ſchid came by ſo 
diſguiſed, that nobody could know him. For: 

that Monarch, tho' his chigf — and

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| "Officers of Juſtice acquitted themſelves of 

il their Duty very. punctually, yer would take 
ij Notice of every Thing himſelf, and to that 
Purpoſe, often diſguifed himſelf, and walk'd 
through the City and Suburbs of Bagdad; 

F and that Day was dreſs'd like a Merchant of 

1 Aouſſel, who had but juſt diſembark d, and 

i was follow'd by a Slave. 5 

if As the Calif had in his Diſguiſe, a grave 

i and awful Air, Abon . e who thought 

Him to be a Monſſel Merchant, went directly 
to him, and after having ſaluted him with a 
ſmiling Countenance, and kiſs'd his Hand, 
ſaid, Sir, I congratulate you on your happy 
Arrival, and beg of you to do me the 
Honour to go and ſup with me, and Re- 
poſe yourſelf at my Houſe this Night, after 
the Fatigue of your Voyage: And to oblige 
him not to deny him that Favour, he told him 
his Cuſtom of entertaining the firſt Stranger he 
met with. The Ca/ff found ſomething ſo 
odd and ſingular in Alon Haſſans Taſte, that 
he was very deſirous to know the Bottom, 
without quitting the Character of a Merchant; 
told him, that he could not better anſwer 
that great Civility, which he did not expect 
at his arrival at Bagdad, than by accepting 
the obliging Offer that was made him. 

- Abon Haſſan, who knew not that the Gueſt 
which Fortune preſented to him, was fo very 
much above him, treated him as his Equal, car- 
ry d him Home, and led him into a Room very 
neatly Furniſh'd, where he ſet him on a So- 
pha at the upper End of a Table that was 
ready laid for Supper, which was ſoon after 
Tent up by Alon Haſſuns Mother, who took 
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upon herſelf the Care of the Kitchen, and 
conſiſted of three Diſhes, The firſt was 2 
Capon and four large Pullets, which was ſet 
in the Middle, and the ſecond and third 
placed on each Side, were a fat roaſted 
Gooſe, and boil'd Pidgeons, all drefs'd very 
neatly, and with proper Sauces. 
Alon Haſſan fate down over againſt his 
Gueſt, and he and the Califf began to eat 
heartily of what they lik d beſt, without ſpeak- 
ing or drinking, according to the Cuſtom ' 
the Country. When they had done eating, 
the Califf's Slave brought them Water to waſh 
their Hands, and in the mean-time, Alon 
Haſſan's Mother ſent up a Deſert of all Sorts 
of dry'd Sweet-Meats, and all the Fruits then 
in Seaſon, as Grapes, Peaches, Apples, 
Pears, cc. as ſoon as it grew dark, Wax- 
Candles were lighted, and Abon Haſſan, after 
charging his Mother to take Care of the 
Califf s Slave, brought Bottles and Glaſſes. 
Then Alon Huſſan ſitting down with the 
pretended Mouſſel Merchant again, fill d out 
a Glaſs of Wine, before he touch'd the Deſert: 
and holding it out in his Band, faid to the 
Califf, you know, Sir, that the Cock never 
drinks before he calls to his Hens to come and. 
drink with him, ſo J invite you to follow my 
Example, I don't know what you may think, 
but for my Part, I cannot rekcon him a wiſe, 
Man who does not love Wine; come let us, 
leave. thoſe Sort of People to their dull melan- 
choly Humours, and ſeek for Mirth, which i is th 


only to be found in a Brimmer. 
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While Abon Huſſan was drinking, the 
Califf taking the Glaſs that was ſet by him, 
ſaid, now like you, you are an honeſt Fellow, 
I am mightily taken with your pleaſant Tem- 
per, and expect you ſhould fill me as much. 
Abon Haſſan, as ſoon as he had Drank, fill'd 
the Califf's Glaſs, and giving it to him, here 
Sir, ſaid he, taſte this Wine, I'll warrant it 
ood. I am very well perſwaded, reply d the 
Califf Laughing, that you know how to make 
Choice of the Beſt. O, reply'd Abon Haſſan, 
(while the Califf was taking off his Glaſs) one 
may eaſily find that you know what good 
Living is, and have ſeen the World ; alas! 
how happy is my Houſe in your Preſence, 
and how overjoy d am I for meeting with a 
Man of ſo much Merit! 

The Califf, who was naturally a merry Man, 
was mightily diverted with theſe Sallies of 
Abon Haſſan's, and took great Pleaſure in 
promoting Drinking, often aſking for Wine, 
thinking that when that began to work, he 
might penetrate ſo far into his Diſcourſe, as 
to ſatisfy his Curioſity. Therefore to enter 
into Converſation, he aſk'd him his Name, 
his Buſineſs, and how he ſpent his Life. My 
Name, Sir, reply'd he, is Abon Haſſan; my 
Father, whom 1 buried, was a Merchant of 
Bagdad, and tho' he was not the richeſt, yet 
lived very well: When he died he left me 
enough, in my Station to live free from Am- 
bition; but, as he always kept a very ſtrict 
Hand over mein his Life-time ; I was willin 
when he was gone, to make up the Time 1 
thought I had oſt, 
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But notwithſtanding, continu'd Abon Haſ- 
fan, in this I was more prudent than moſt 
young People are who give themſelves unto 
Debauchery, without any Thought, and who 
reduce themſelves to the utmoſt Poverty, and 
are forcd to do Penance all the reſt of their: 
Lives after. Now I, to avoid this Misfor-- 
tune, divided what I had left me, into two 
Parts, and with one bought an Eſtate, with a 
Refolution not to finger my Rents. at that 
Time; and kept the other in ready Money to 
purſue my Extravagancies with. I aſſociated 
myſelf with young People of my Age, and 
with my ready Money, which I ſpent protuſely, 
treated them every Day; and in ſhort, ſpare 
for no Sort of Pleaſure: But theſe Feaſtings 
were not long liv'd; for by that Time the 
Year was out, I had got to the Bottom of my 
Caſh, and then all my Friends vanifh'd. 1 
made a Viſit to every one of them, and re- 
preſented to them the miſerable Condition I 
was in, but not one of them would relieve 
me. Upon this, I renounced their Friendſhip, 
aud retrench'd ſo far, as to live within the 
Compaſs of my Income, and oblig'd my ſelf to 
keep Company with none but the firſt Stran- 
ger I could meet with coming that Day into 
Bazdad, and to entertain him but one Night. 
F have told you the reſt before; and I thank 
my good Fortune this Day, for meeting 
with a Stranger of ſo much Worth. 

The Califf was very well fatisfy'd with 
this Information, and ſaid to Alon Haſſan, I 
cannot enough commend the Meaſures you 
have taken, and the Prudence with which 
you haye acted, by forſaking your Debauche- 
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Ty > a Conduct rarely to be met with in young 


Perſons; and I eſteem you the more for being 


ſo juſt to yourſelf as you have been. It was 


a ſlippery Path you trod in, and I cannot 


enough admire, h.w, having after ſeen the 


End of your ready Money, you had ſo great 
a Command over yourſelf, not to enter 
upon your Eſtate. In ſhort, I muſt own, I 
enyy your Happineſs ; you are the only hap- 


ry Man in the World, to enjoy every Day 
the Company of ſome one honeſt Man, with 
whom you can diſcourſe freely, and agreeably, | 


and to whom you give an Opp ytunity to 


declare, wherever he goes, how handſomely. 


he was receiv d by you. But we talk too 


long without Drinking ; come drink, and 


pour out to me. 
In this Manner, the Califf and Abon Haſſan 
entertain d each other, drinking and talking 
of indifferent Matters till the N ight was 
pretty far advanc'd ; when the Califf pre- 
tending to be fatigued after his Voyage, told 
his Hoſt he ſtood in need of a little ReRt. Bur, 


added he, that I may not deprive you of 


yours, before we part, becauſe to Morrow I 


I may be gone before you are ſtirring, I ſhould. 
be glad ro ſhew you, how ſenſible I am of 


your Civility, and the kind and obliging Hoſ- 
Vitality you have ſhewn me. The only Thing 
that troubles me is, that I know nat which 
Way to pay my Acknowledgment ; therefore I 
beg of you to let me underſtand how I may, 
and you ſhall ſee, I will not be ungrateful, 
for certainly you muſt have ſome Buſineſs in 
which you may be ſerved in, or muſt want 


en which you could vim for. Speak 
freely, 
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freely, and declare your Mind, for tho' I 
am but a Merchant, it may be in mine, or 
ſome Friend's Power to oblige you. 

To theſe offers of the Calitf, Abon Haſſan 
taking him ſtill for a Mouſſel Merchant, re- 

lyd, I am very well perfwaded, good Sir, 

hat it is not out of a Compliment that you 
make me theſe generous Tenders ; but upon the 
Word of an honeſt Man, I have nothing that 
troubles me, no Buſineſs, nor Deſires, and 
want not any Thing: I have not the leaſt 
Ambition, as I told you before; but am very 
well ſatisfyd with my Condition. Therefore 
I can only thank you for your obliging Prof- 
fers, and the Honour you have done me, to 
come and. take a ſlight Repaſt with me. Yet 1 
muſt tell you, purſued Abon Haſſan, there's 
one Thing gives me an Uneaſineſs: You 
know the Town of Ba dad is divided into 
ſeveral Parts and Diviſions, to each of which 


there belongs a Moſque, and an [mam to read 


Prayers at certain Hours; the Imam of the 
Diviſion I live in, is an old Man, of an 
auſtere Countenance, and the greateſt Hypo- 
crite in the World : This Man and four old 


Men of this Jy; eee who are Peo- 


ple of the ſame Stamp, meet every Day at 
the Imam s Houſe; there they vent their Slan- 
der, Calumny, and Malice againſt me, and 
the whole Diviſion, to the Diſturbance of the 


publick Peace of a Neighbourhood, and the 


Promotion of Diſſention. Some they threa- 
ten, others they rail againſt, and in ſhort, 
would be Lords Paramount, and have every 
one govern himſelf according to their Ca- 
price, and at the ſams Time know not how 
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to govern themſelves. Indeed, I would have 
them meddle with nothing but their Alcoran, 
and let the World live quietly. 

Well, I ſuppoſe, ſaid the Califf, you would 
willingly put a ſtop to this Diſorder? You 
have gueſs'd it, anſwer'd Alon Haſſan; and 
the only Thing I thould deſire, would be to 
be Califf only for one Day, in the ſtead of 
our Sovereign Lord and Maſter Haroun Alruſ- 
chid, the Commander of the Faithful. What 
would you do, if you was, ſaid the Califf? 
I'd make them Examples, anſwer'd Abon Haſ- 
ſar, to the Satisfaction of all honeſt Men. 
I would puniſh the four old Men, with each 
an hundred Baſtinadoes on the Soles of their 
Feet, and the Imam with four Hundred, to 
learn them not to diſturb ..and abuſe their 
Neighbours any more. 

The Califf was extreamly well pleaſed 
with this Thought of Abon Haſſan's; and as 
he was a Prince. who lov'd Adventures, he 
fancied to make this a very ſingular one. In- 
deed, ſaid he, I approve very much of your 
With, which, I ſee proceeds from an upright 
Mind, that cannot bear to ſee the Malice of 
wicked People to go unpuniſh'd. I could 
like to ſee it take Effect, and that is not ſo 
impoſſible a Thing as you imagine. I am 
perſwaded that the Califf would willingly 
put his Authority for twenty four Hours in- 
to your Hands, if he knew your good Inten- 
tions, and the juſt Uſe you would make of 
it. I ſee, ſaid Abon Haſſan, you laugh at 
my foolith Fancy, and the Califf himſelf, 
would laugh at my Extravagance too, if he 
knew it; But yet it would be a Means of 
TD anforming 
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informing him of the I-am's and his Compa- 
nions Behaviour, and he might chaſtiſe

Heaven forbid, reply'd the Califf, that I, 
who have been ſo handſomely entertain'd by 
you, ſhould laugh at you; neither do I be- 
lieve, as much a Stranger as I am, that the 
Califf would be diſpleaſed; but let us lay 
this Diſcourſe aſide, tis almoſt Midnight, 
and Time to go to Bed. With all my Heart, 
ſaid Abon Haſſan, I would not be any Hin- 
drance to your going to Reſt, but there's ſtill 
ſome Wine in the Bottle, and if you: pleaſe 
well Drink it oft firſt, The only Thing 
that J have to recommend to you is, that 
when you go out in the Morning, if I am, 
not up, you will give yourſelf the Trouble 
of ſhutting the Door after you; which the 
Califf promiſed ; and while Abon Haſſan was 
talking, took the Bottle, and two Glaſſes, 
and fill'd his own firſt, ſayine, here's a Cup 
of Thanks to yon, and then filling the other 
put artfully a little Powder, which he had 
about him, into it, and giving it to Abon 
Haſſan, ſaid, you have taken the Pains to 
fill for me all this Night, and it is the leaſt 
I can do to ſave you that Trouble once: 
Come, Drink to our good Repoſe. 
Alon Hiſan took the Glaſs, and to ſhew 
his Gueſt, with how much Pleaſure, he re- 
ceiv'd the Honour. he did him, whipt it off 
at once, hut had ſcarcely ſet the Glaſs upon 
the Table, but the Powder began to work, 
and he fell into ſo ſound ' a Sleep that his 
Head knock'd againſt his Knees. The Caliſt 
arder'd the Slave, he had brought along wy 


him, and who came again into the Room 
as ſoon as he had ſuppd, to take him upon 
his Back, and follow him, but to be ſure to 
obſerve the Houſe, that he might know it 
again, when he ſhould bring him back; and 
in this Manner, the Califf follow'd by the 
Slave with Alon Haſſan on his Back, went

within Doors ſome Days, to comfort himſelf 
by better Food and Nourithment, than what 
| he had at the Hoſpital : But when he had 
| rerover'd his Strength, and refreſh'd himſelf 
after his harſh Treatment, he began to be 
weary with ſpending his Evenings alone, and 
ſo enter'd again upon the ſame Way of Live 
ing as before; which was to provide enough 
every Day, to regale a Stranger at Night.

Fault. Abon Has ielded to the preſſing 
Inſtances of the ali and bid him fit dowu 
by him: Your Incredulity and Importunity, | 
faid he, have tird my Patience, and what Iam 
going to tell you, will ſhew you that I do not 

accuſe you wrongfully. 1 
The Califf fat down by Abon Haſſan, while 
he told him all that happen'd to him, from | 
His waking ia the Palace, to his waking again 
in his own Houſe, all as a meer Dream, with 
all the Circumſtances which the Califf knew 
as well as himſelf, and which renew'd his 
Pleaſure.

Huſſan, I beg of your Majeſty to do me the 
Favonr to tell me what you did to diſturb my 
Brain in this Manner, and what was your 
Defign ; for that is a Thing of the greateſt. 
Importance for me to know, that I may per- 
fectly recover my Senſes. HY 
The Califf promis d to give him that Satis-

But as I have a great 
Regard for you, I'll make you amends; and 
that you may have no Cauſe to remember 
your ill Treatment, think of what would 
pleaſe you, and aſk me boldly for it.

Haſſan, how great ſoever my Tortures may 
have been, they were all blotted out of my 
Remembrance, as ſoon as I underſtood my 
Sovereign Lord had any Share in them, and 
doubt not in the leaſt of your Majeſty's Boun 
ty.

Ii, or fhe to Zol eile. Indeed, Neuzhatoul=are 
nadut was endu'd with all the Qualifications 
capable of gaining Avon laſſans Love and. 
Attachment, and was juſt ſuch. a Wife as he 
deſtr'd, therefore they could want nothing to 
render their Lives agreeable. They always eat 
the niceſt, and choiceſt Rarities in Seaſon, and 
had the beſt Meats toſted up in Frigaſys 
and Ragouts, Cc. by an excellent Cook, who 
took upon lum to provide everything. Their 
Boufet was always ſtor' d with exquiſite Wines. 
At Dinner they: enjoy'd themſelves in this 
Minner, and afterwards entertain'd each o- 
ther with ſome Pleaſantry or other, and in 
the Evenings which they conſecrated to-Mirth, 
they had generally ſome ſlight Repaſt of dry'd 
Sweetmeats, choice Fruits, and other light 
Meats, and invited each other by Songs and 
Catches to drink, and. ſometimes play'd to 
their Voices on a Lute, or other Inſtruments 
which they could touch. 

Abon Haſſan and Nouzhatoul-aonadat liv'd a-

Manner, Meſrour, ſaid he, turning himſelf

But while I ſtrike Fire, do you gather up all 
the looſe dry Sticks you can fee, to light on a 
Fire with. | 1 
Aladdin found there ſo many dry'd Sticks, 
that before the Magician had lighted a Match, 
he had gather'd up a great Heap. The Ma- 
ician preſently fer them on Fire, and in a 
ment they were all in a Blaze: The Ma- 
gi-ian threw a Perfume which he had about 
him, into it, which raiſed a.grear Cloud of 
Smoak ; then turning himſelf about, he pro- 
nounced ſeveral Magical Words, which Alad- 
din did not underitand. 
At the ſame Time the Earth trembled a 
little; and open'd juſt before the Magician 
and Aladdin, and. diſcover'd a Stone abour 
half a Yard ſquare, with a Braſs-Ring fix'd 
into the middle of it, to raiſe it up by. Alad- 
dia was ſo frighted at what he ſaw, that he 
would have run away, but as he was to be 
ſerviceable to the Magician, he catch'd hold 
of him, and gave him ſuch a Blow on his 
Cheek, that he knock'd him down, and had 
like to have beat his Teeth. down his Throar.

Know 
then, that under this Stone there's hid a 
Treaſure, which is deſtin'd to be yours, and 
which will make you richer than the greateft 
Monarchs in the World ; therefore no. other 
Perſon but yourſelf is permitted to touch 
this Stone, and to pull it up, and go in, for 


1 am forbid ſetting a Foot into this Treaſure 


when it is open'd ; ſo you muſt without fail, 
punctually execute what I tell you, for it is a Mat- 
ter of great Conſequence both to you and me. 
Aladdin amazed at all he faw, and heard 
the Magician ſay of the Treaſure which was 
to make him happy for ever, forgot what was 
paſt, and ſaid to the Magician, well Uncle, 
What's to be done?

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When the St ne was pull'd up, there ap- 


pear'd a Cave of about three or four Foot deep, 
and Steps to go down lower. Obſerve, Aladdin, 
ſaid the Africa Magician, what Tam going to 


ſay to you: Go down into that Cave, and 


when you are at the Bottom of thoſe Steps 
you Il find a Door open, which will lead you 
into a large vaulted Place, divided into three 
great Halls, in each of which you'll ſee four 
large Braſs Veſſels placed on either Side, full 
of Gold and Silver; but take care you don't 
meddle with them. Before you go into the 
firſt Hall, be ſure to tuck up your Gown, and 
wrap it well about you, and then go thro' the 


ſecond into the third, without ſtopping in the 


leaſt. Above all Things, have a Care that 
you don't touch the Walls, ſo much as with 
your Clothes; for if you do, you die immedi- 
ately. At the End of the third Hall, you will 


find a Door which leads into a Garden plant- 


ed with fine Trees loaded with delicate Fruit; 


walk directly croſs that Garden by a Path 
which will carry you to five Steps that will 


bring you upon a Terraſs-Walk, where you'll 


- ſee a Niche before you, and in that Niche a 
lighted Lamp. Take the Lamp down, and 
put it Qut; and when you have thrown away 
the Wick, and pour'd out the Liquor, put it 
in your Breaſt, and bring it to me. Don't be 


afraid that the Liquor will ſpoil your Clothes, 


for it is not Oil, and the Lamp will be dry as 
ſoon as it is thrown out. If you have a mind 
to any of the Fruit in the Garden, you may 
gather as much as you pleaſe. 

Alfter theſe Words, the Magician pull'd a 
Ring off his Finger, and put it upon one of 
Aladdin's, telling him, That it was a Preſer- 
1 14 vative 
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vative againſt all Misfortunes, while he obſer- 
ved what was preſcribed to him. After this 


Inſttuction, he ſaid, Go boldly, Child, and 


we ſhall both be rich all our Lives. 
Aladdin jump'd into the Cave, went down 
the Steps, and found the three Halls juſt as 


the African Magician had deſcribed them. He 


went thro' them with as much Precaution as 


the Fear of Death could give him, and obſer- 


ved all that he was told very carefully; and 
without ſtopping, croſs'd the Garden, took 
down the Lamp, threw out the Wick and Li- 
quor, and put 1t in his Boſom, as his Uncle 
bid him.

Aladdin having thus loaded himſelf with 
Riches he knew not the Value of, return d 


thro' the three Halls with the fame Precaution, 


and made all the haſte he could, that he : 


might not make his Uncle wait, and ſoon ar- 
rived at the Mouth of the Cave, where-the 


African Magician expected him with the ut- 


moſt Im patience. Aſſoon as Aladin ſaw him, 
he cried out, Pray, Uncle, lend me your 


Hand, to help me up ? Give me the Lamp 


firſt, replied the Magician; it will be trouble- 


ſome to you. Indeed, Uncle, anſwer'd Aladdin, 
I cannot now; it. is not trouble ſome to me: But 


Iwill aſſoon as Iam up. The Aſrican Magician 


was ſo obſtinate, that he would have the Lamp 
before he wonld help him up; and Aladdin, 


who had encumber'd himſelf ſo much with | 


his Fruit, that he could not well get at it, 
refus d to give him it till he was out of the 


Cave. The African Magician provok'd. ar 
this obſtinate Refuſal of the Lad, grew into a 
terrible Paſſion, and threw-a little of his Per- 


fume into the Fire, which he had taken Care 


to keep in, and no ſooner pronoun d twoma- 
giga! Words, but the Stone mov'd into its 


Place, and the Earth cloſed again in che ſame 


Manner as it open d at the Arrival of the Mar- 


gician and Aladdin. 


This Action of the African Migician plain. 


ly ſhew'd him to be neither Aladdin's s Uncle, 


nor I ha the t Brother, but a troe 
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African, as he was. For, as Af ica is a Coun- 


try that delights the moſt in Magick of any 
Place in the whole World, he had applied 


- himſelf to it from his Youth ; and after forty 


Years Experience in Enchantments, Works of 
Geomancy, Fumigations, and the Reading of 
Magick Books, he had found out that the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of a wonderful Lamp thar there was in 
the World, would render him more powerful 
than the greateſt Prince in the World ; and by 


'a late Operation which he had made, he 


found our that this Lamp lay conceald in a 
ſubterraneous Abode in the Midſt of China, 


which I have already diſcrib'd with the Cir- 


cumſtances attending it. Fully perſuaded of 
the Truth of this Diſcovery, he ſer out from 


the fartheſt Part of Africa; and after a long 


and fatiguing Journey, came to the neareſt 


Town to this Treaſure.

When the African Magician ſaw that all his

he found he was ſo buried alive, he cried, 
and called out to his Uncle, to tell him he 
was ready to give him the Lamp; but all in 
vain, ſince his Cries could not be heard by 


him, and he muſt remain in this dark Abode. |

At laſt, when he had quite tir'd himſelf with 
crying, he went to tlie Bottom of the Steps,
